The alarming intelligence was tele- 
graphed a few minutes to nine o'clock 
yesterday morning to Hon. Mr. Duus- 
muir that an explosion had occurred at 
No. o Pit, Wellington collieries. As soon 
as n special train could bo arranged for, 
the hon. gentleman, who was very much 
affected by the painful news, loft for 
Wellington and reached there shortly af- 
ter noon. 

AN EYE-WITNESS, 
who arrived on the afternoon train, stated 
that ho heard a noise resembling the dis- 
charge of a large cannon at about 8:40 
and on looking towards the sound an im- 
mense volumo of black smoke and dust 
was seen shooting up from the air shaft 
and tho fan-house of Number 5 Pit. 
This shot out for only live minutes and 
then subsided and everything appeared as 
before, except that the snow around the 
shaft had been converted into" inky black- 
ness by tho coal dust, and one end of the 
fan house was blown to pieces. The mine 
did ::ot take Ore, 

Mr. John Bryden, manager, was at 
tho shaft immediately after the explosion, 
and under his direction tho injured fan 
house we.3 repaired and tho fan again set 
iu motion. Everyone was cool and col- 
lected and much credit is due Mr. Bryden 
and the men present for their prompt 
action in repairing the fatihouse, thus en- 
abling air to bo forced into the mine. Tho 
timbers at the foot of the shaft were 
shattered by tho shock, and tho working 
of the cage was thus prevented. The first 
miner that got to the surface was a young 
man, who had climbed up the wh o rope 
150 feet and then, when 100 feet from the 
surface, he shouted to those above who 
lowered a rope, and pulled him to tho top, 
when ho fell back exhausted in the arms 
of two men. A second man also reached 
tho surface by this perilous ascent, while 
it was reported that a third, when fifty 
teet from tho surface, lost his hold on the 
rope and fell back into the mine. 

By this time a block and tackle had 
been rigged up, and two men were let 
down as aii exploring party. ""•> " f v»h{K!5 
was Jones, foreman in one of the depart- 
ments of the mine. By this time tho news 
had traveled through tho district and to 
Nanaimo, and the total population 
began to arrive, men, women and 
children, and an indescribable scene, such 
as always occurs at such an ovont, trans- 
pired. Men, women and childron, who 
had dear ones in tho initio, were crying in 
a heart-breaking way, and bewailing their 
loss. When the train left every possible 
conveyance had been brought into use, 
and the startled inhabitants were hurry- 
ing to the mouth of the pit. 

Mr. Robins, superintendent of the 
Vancouver Coal Co., sent his clerk to the 
train when at Nanaimo and said if assist- 
ance was needed ho would shut down tho 
Southfield mine, and send all the men to 
No. 5 shaft. However, it was thought, 
as no lire had broken out, not nec- 
essary. The train then left, and our in- 
formant could learn nothing further. 

Telegrams were received during the 
afternoon, giving tho result of the search 
party's work, and at 5 o'clock it was at 
last positively known that twenty-six 
white men and a number of Chinese had 
perished. The explosion occurred in the 
east slope, and in this were twenty-five of 
the white men who were killed. 

Mayor Grant, during the afternoon, 
sent the following message : 

Victoria, Jan. 24. 1888. 
To the Management Wellington Collieries: 

Victoria extends to the sufferers and 
management heart-felt sympathy, and will 
respond in case of need. 

John Grant, Mayor; 

Chief Engineer Deasy also telegraphed, 
asking if tho n.id of the liro brigade was 
required, and Mr. Duusmuir responded 
that so far no assistance was retpuired. 

(Special to The Colonist.) 
Wellington, Jan. 24. — Tho explosion 
took place in No. 5 shaft, Wellington col- 
liery, at 8:45 a. m., at which time there 
wero about 150 men in tho mine, whites 
and Chinese. Tho explosion was so vio- 
lent that it damaged tho hoisting gear 
considerably and blocked tho bottom of 
tho shaft for about thirty feet. There 
are, as near as can be estimated, twenty- 
seven or twenty-nine white men in tho 
mine. There is no hope of rescuing them 
alive. The following are tho names of a 
few that aro below: Elisha Davis, W. 
Finch, Ohas. Tiller, David Gordon, John 
MoNoil, It. Robison, L. llobison, A. 
Robs, J. Morrison, Robert Williams, 
R. Vincent, William Wilkes Greenwoll, 
Duncan McDonald, E. Godfrov, four 
Frenchmen and throe Italians. The cage 
can be lowered to whoro the debris is. 
From there tho rescuing party descend 
by moans of a ladder. Tho work of clear- 
ing away the debris from tho bottom of 
tho shuft is being pushed forward with all 
possible speed and not till this is done 
can any dead bodies bo brought up. None 
up to this time, 10 p. in., have been 
brought to tho Burfaoo.

A MINER SPEAKS. 

To the EDITOR.:— J was regularly dis- 
gusted at the remarks made at last night's 
meeting by Heaven and Humphreys about 
Duusmuir being against any i lause being 
put in the mines' bill for tho safety of tho 
colliers. 1 have worked for Duusmuir off 
and on for more than seven years, and I 
know my chums will back me up when I 
say that there never was a man who tries 
harder to keep the pits in a safe condition 
than the "old ma:i," Money is never 
wanting for any such purpose, and he is 
always willing to listen to anything a man 
working iu the pit may suggest.

— All Ireland is in 
uproar over the release id' Mr. O'Brien 
and the police' and troops throughout the 
country.. were'kepl under arms all night 
becauno.ot' the numerous demonstrations 
of rcjoiciin:, which il was feared might 
lead to something worse. The people are 
undoubtedly in a higher state of excite- 
inent now than at any time since the on- 
gggsoment of the Crimes Act and would 
require very little encouragement to vent 
their feelings in acts of violence. Many 
skirmishes between the people and police 
are reported to have occurred in various 
parts of Ireland, but none of them aro 
!<i'ir>wn to have resulted seriously, Mr. 
i I'iirien is stopping for tho present with 
l-'oininoner Kenny, and has received a 
large ntnnber of visitors. 

Extending the Proclamation, 

The intensity of feeling of exasperation 
which generally pervades Ireland is largely 
increased by a rumor unquestionably well 
founded that the government intends to 
proclaim the National League in the 
whole of the county Donegal and in parts 
of thu counties Down and Armagh, and 
that the proclamation will be promulgated 
almost immediately. This report is cur- 
rent iu Belfast and is generally supposed 
to have come from government olli- 
cials there, who undoubtedly are already 
in possession of instructions front Dublin 
for their guidance when a proclamation 
shall have been issued. In addition to 
ibis indication of the purposes of the ex- 
ecutive, sufficient information is obtain- 
able to make it probable that the next 
batch of arrests under the Crimes Act will 
include William -I. Reynolds and Mr. 
Michael McCartan, members respectively 
for East Tyrone and South Down, and 
Father Oonhery, president of the Belfast 
branch of tho National League. 

lllploiniille ItelntloiiH. 

The reported Russian legation at Bu- 
charest has severed diplomatic relations 
with Roumania, owing to the fact that it 
has endured a series of insults, the crown- 
ing one of which was the recent arrest of 
a member of the legation by Roumanian 
Officials, followed by release without ex- 
planation, li demand for which was made 
and refused. 

The Law Hold CSood. 

In the divorce court to-day decision was 
rendered in the suit of an Englishwoman 
named Turner against her husband, 
Thompson, who is an American. The 
American court had declared the marri- 
age null owing to the impute ticy of the 
husband, and the judge hold that the 
woman, having married an American and 
lived in America, was entitled to the same 
laws as her husband. Therefore tho de- 
cree which was pronounced in America 
was binding hero without a further decree 
of the English court.

Hon. L. S. Sackville-West, British minis- 
ter at Washington, died suddenly to-day 
of heart disease 

Serenndliic Blnnt, 

Dcm.ix, Jan. 24. — Several bands of 
music attempted to serenade Mr. Blunt 
iu Gal way prison last night, but were pre- 
vented from doing so by the police. The 
i!iusii'iaiiB..„\vithdrew, but subsequently 
embarked in boats on the river and pro- 
ceeded in procession by the light of torch- 
es beneath the prison hall, where they 
played natriotic airs until again inter- 
rupted. The commander of tho warship 
Banterer, lying in the river, sent a de- 
tachment of seamen and marines in boats 
to arrest the musicians, but tho latter 
pulled n j j the river and their pursuers 
were unable to catch them, although they 
chased them a long distance. 

A Ftgcut with the Police. 

At Gidway to-day while tho crowd, 
which had gathered at the railway station, 
were awaiting tho arrival of Fathers 
Burke and Francis, they had a collision 
with the police, who charged upon them 
savagely and used their batons freely. 
Several were injured among the crowd, 
including a municipal official, who re- 
ceived three cuts on the head. The crowd 
retaliated and assaulted tho police with 
stones and bottles, but were finally dis- 
persed. 

Later reports from Galway state that in 
tho disturbance which occurred there this 
evening the police used their batons on 
women and boys, and that one boy is dy- 
ing from the effects of tho clubbing ho re- 
ceived. 

Deception Committee; 

The committee appointed to receive 
John Morley and the Marquis of Ripon 
on the occasion of their visit hero has 
reached the number of three thousand. 
Included in this number are three peers 
and many of tho aristocracy, nineteen 
bishops and 204 magistrates. 



LATE CANADIAN NEWS. 
ONTARIO. 

Sensational reports respecting tho finan- 
cial condition of jfhe Manitoba govern- 
ment have been received at Ottawa, The 
Federal subsidy to Manitoba for the year 
appears to have been swallowed up by the 
government that has just gone out of 
office, leaving the treasury absolutely 
bare. Books and accounts aro being in- 
vestigated. It iB charged t hat false offi- 
cial accounts of the financial condition of 
tho province have boon made annually for 
the past three years, and Ihu whole of tho 
vouchers, books and trusts' f inula are in 
such a state of confusion that no one can 
make anything out of them. Not an 
entry has been niado in tho treasury cash 
book for a year. When tho subsidy was 
received tho treasury was empty nud tho 
govornmont was carried on with funds 
supplied by tho Merchants' Bank to the 
extent of §:U5,000. Tho ministry paid 
themselves thoir salaries up to the 1st of 
February before going out of oflice. 

Tho December bank statement shows 
that live chartered bankB aro bankrupt 
and four others aro closing up thoir busi- 
ness. Tho volume of rate of circulation 
has diminished $800,000 since November. 

It is officially stated at Ottawa that the 
Impoiial Government have urged tho Do- 
minion Cabinet to make such concessions 
on the lishery question aa will bring about 
a settlement. It is plainly intimated that 
while the demands of Canada are admit- 



ted to be of importance, they must not bo 
allowed to preiudioe the international in- 
terests involved. 

Some of the leading industries created 
by the new policy of tho present govern- 
ment discriminating against American 
manufacturers are suffering severely from 
over production. A prominent merchant 
reports a curious state of affairs in Cana- 
dian knit goods. He says the English 
markets aro Hooded with Canadian pro- 
ducts iu that line, which can be bought iu 
England, shipped back again and duty 
paid, at a lower price than the nominal 
prices at which they wore quoted to home 
merchants. 

Tho captain of tho government steamer 
Newfield has forwarded to the marine de- 
partment, Ottawa, tho following letter, 
picked up near Sable Island : 

Newfoundland, 12tb Nov.. 1887.

Tho St. Paul Piooner- Press Winnipeg 
correspondent wires that the legislature 
met again on Friday and adjourned until 
Thursday, when it is considered almost 
certain that immediate dissolution will be 
made, as the conservatives announce that 
they will oppose tho new members in 
their constituencies. Premier Green way 
admitted Friday morning that dissolution 
had been decided upon.

A TERRIBLE TALE, 

Aa Told by Judge Kinney, Indian Agent of the 
Yanktown Sioux Agency— Two Babies Per- 
ish on Board the Train— Aggregate Lose of 
Life Placed at One Thousand. 

Nebraska City, Neb., Jan. 21. — The 
following story of the disastrous results of 
the blizzard is told by Judge J. F. Kinney, 
agent of the Yanktown Sioux Indian 
agency, in Dakota. He arrived hero yes- 
terday, being nine days on the road, five 
days being consumed in traveling thirty 
miles. The J udgo reports the loos of life 
in Dakota as being very much under-esti- 
mated. One sceno which took place on 
board tho train was described by him. 
There was a scaicity of coal and the 
passengers were crowded into one car ; 
it was so cold two babies perished 
and men t-jok off all the outer 
garments they could spare and gave 
them to the ladies and children, but this 
was not enough, and the mail sacks from 
tho postal ear wore appropriated and the 
children wrapped up in them. At one 
station in Bonhomme County tho judge 
says nineteen frozen ladies were brought 
into the dopot in one day. A list of the 
dead in that county will reach fully 1G0. 
Tho estimates as made at Yankton yestor- 
day of the loss of life throughout the 
territory aggregate over 1,000, of which 
these counties show tho heaviest fatalities: 
Bonlionnne, 160; Hutchinson, 14; Lin- 
coln, 13; Beaddlo, 25; Spink, 12; Hand, 
10; Ward, 16. The northern and 
central parts of the territory have 
not been heard from fully. The ther- 
mometer, while Judge Kinney's party 
wore on tho road was forty below zero 
most of the time. Tho judgo is of the 
opinion that the Dakota papers endeavor- 
ed to covor up the truo extent of tho 
losses. He tol's a number of curious in 
indents relating to tho wanderings of 
those who went out in tho storm. Mr. 
Browning, of Turner County, went to the 
stable from the house, a distance of 100 
feet, and his body was recovered seven 
miles from homo. Chas. Dollinger, a far- 
mer, perished seven foot from his house. 
An unknown woman of the same county, 
wont out to care for the chickens and was 
found two miles from her house, Dead 
cattle line tho roads from the agonoy to 
Yankton, and many farmers have lost all 
thoy had, one man losing 100 head. Tho 
loss of stock cannot bo estimated While 
driving to Yankton P. L. Clark 
was struck by a blizzard, Clark fastened 
one end of a strap to Mrs. Clark Kiid the 
other to himself and wandered around in 
tho storm and found a haystack into 
which thoy burrowed and remained all 
night. In tho morning Clark found his 
wife frozen dead. Win. Reisway and a 
hired man living near Trip]) was frozon 
to death within n fow foot of the stable. 
Joshua Taylor and two sonB, near Scot- 
land, started to water thoir Btock before 
the storm camo up. Tho bodies aro not 
yot found. Tho judge reports no Indians 
missing. He was accompanied all through 
the scenes of suffering, and both aro 
slightly frozen about the hands and feet.

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THE NANAIMO DISASTER. 

When tli o intelligence reached the city 
yesterday that an explosion, which would 
probably result in a serious loss of lifi 
had taken place in the Wellington collieries 
people stood aghast, vainly hoping that 
the news had been exaggerated. A repo 
tition of last year's fearful accident a 
Nanaimo was something to bo dreaded 
and"; alas, feared. As the day wore on and 
telegrams announcing that the imprisoned 
miners, bo a very large number, had been 
saved, were received in the city faces grew 
brighter and each one congratulated the 
other that a terrible calamity had been 
averted. Towards evening, however, lea 
cheering reports were circulated and when 
it was learned that about twenty-six 
white men had probably perished, to 
gether with a largo number of Chinese, 
dread consternation reigned and man 
condoled with man over the unfortunate 
casualty. Sympathy for Mr. Dunsmuil 
was very general, since it was felt that his 
sensitive heart would foci keenly the un- 
timely cutting oil' of so many of his em- 
ployees. Ho hastened to Nanaimo by 
special train at tlio earliest moment pos- 
sible and all that man can do to relieve the 
anguish and soothe the sorrows of the be- 
reaved will be done by him, The sym- 
pathy of every citizen of Victoria goes 
out to the families and friends of the de- 
ceased minors, and if it is possible to alle- 
viate their pangs in any way, or to assist 
them materially, -they can rest assured 
that it will be clone and done at once.

of citizens everywhere. An issue is now 
placed before them. It is a simple one. 
It is this: Will you vote for a liberal 
and progressive Government or for a dis- 
rupted and powerless Opposition? Will 
you vote, in a word, for Simoon Duck or 
U. T. Williams/ We behove you will 
place your ballots in the right way, and 
that as a result you will send a represen- 
tative to James Bay in accord with 
the existing administration, capable of 
exerting his influence in behalf of your 
material welfare. To elect Mr. Williams 
would be suicidal to the best interests of 
Victoria. It would, vulgarly speaking, 
be like cutting off your nose to spite your 
face. Why should you vote for Mr. 
Williams 1 Has he any peculiar brilliancy 
which raises him to an eminence from 
which ho could expound words of wisdom 
and exert a vivifying influence upon his 
party '/ No, Mr. Williams is comparatively 
speaking a nonentity; he cannot enunciate 
two words that have not, parrot-like, been 
committed to memory; he has no force of 
character; he is not u popular man, and 
ho is not calculated to rise to any dis- 
tinguishing position in the House should 
he bo returned. He is, too, handicapped 
by tho fact that he is the candidate of a 
moribund party which is a small 
minority in the House and which 
in all probability will remain bo 
during the present term of tho Legis- 
lature. What good thing did the Opposi- 
tion effeofc during tho last session of the 
Assembly ( What measure did they bring 
forward calculated to bo of service to the 
Province / While the government wore 
building up, they were pulling down, but 
in doing ho proposed no intelligent scheme 
to tako tho place of that which they 
would overthrow. On tho other hand 
tho government have been as a unit in 
their determination to push on the des- 
tinies of this province; to raise her to hot- 
proper placo in tho Dominion; to invito 
immigration, to aid railways, to open up 
the mines, to dovolop tho fishing and 
lumbering resources of tho province, and 
withal to koep the rovonuo on a 
footing satisfactory to tho bulk of tho 
electorate. That tlioy have boon success- 
ful in their endeavors tho votos of tho 
people attested at tho goneral elections 
of last year. In tho return of 
tho Hon. tho Chief Commissioner 
of Public Works us well us of tho Hon. 
the Finance Minister, two extreme points 



in tho province testified to their respect 
for and confidence in the Government. 
The hireling press of the Opposition, with 
an audacity unequalled in tho history of 
British Columbia, has unsuccessfully at- 
tacked the financial position of the prov- 
ince, but has only presented the sad pic- 
ture of weeping and, wailing offico-sookors, 
hungering foi' the treasury benches, so 
far without t eir reach. They tell glib'y 
of the provincial debt, which they magni- 
fy to an enormous sum, failing entirely to 
remember the available assets in the 
shape of public works. Their Jeroniias 
have, however, become nauseating to 
tho public, who recognize a desire on 
the part of tho Government to carry on 
the affairs of the province in an honest 
manner, and to do their whole duty to the 
people of whom they are the servants. Vic- 
toria has especial reason to be thankful to 
the present Government. They have always 
been her friends, and whenever her inter- 
ests have boon jeopordized they have not 
been slow to demand justice. This was 
cleaily demonstrated only the other day, 
when the Executive promptly guarded our 
rights in reference fo the withdrawal of 
tho San Francisco steamship subsidy, by 
telegraphing a minute of council to Otta- 
wa, protesting against any such undue 
interference. Look at tho magnificent 
building now being built on Bastion 
square, a credit to our oity, and a pleas- 
ing index of the city's prosperity to 
almost the first glance of the stranger 
who visits Victoria, to say nothing of the 
Provincial jail and the many other public 
works which stand as iiienumonts of the 
Government's zeal for the Capital. The 
.standard-bearer of that Government is Mr. 
Simeon Duck, an honorable man, who will 
well and truly perform his duties as the 
representative of the people of Victoria 
if returned. Elector.', o' 'lis fair city, | mad 
which is our home, when }OU are mark- 
ing your ballots to-day remember that 
you are doing 



either good or evil. If you, 
place a cross opposite tho name of 1!. T. 
Williams yon may be inflicting a great 
injury upon this "Queen city of the 
West;" if, on the contrary, you give Mr. 
Simeon Duck your vote and influence you 
will assist materially in Victoria's pro- 
gress. Vours is the choice, and upon 
your decision our common welfare hinges. 
Do not be led away by false issues. Yon 
cannot be far wrong if you place your 
ballot for the Government candidate. 

LAST NIGHT'S MEETING. 

There never was a creator fiasco wit- 
nessed in this city than the Opposition 
meeting last night. The house was well 
filled and it was very evident that the 
Government were in a majority of at least 
three to one. With the candidate's, Mr. 
Williams, speech we have not space or 
time to deal; indeed it does not deserve 
notice. It was the most miserable of all 
his miserable efforts, and we think in say- 
ing that wo say all. An ordinary school- 
boy would have made a better impression 
on the audience and one could not, listen- 
ing to him, but feel pity for tho party 
which is obliged to carry such an incubus 
through a campaign. If the doctors of 
Victoria select such a man to represent 
them in the Local House we must confess 
that we have not properly gauged their 
intelligence arid wisdom. We cannot bu- 
liove that the enlightened men of this 
city, who are endeavoring to build it up- 
on solid and sure foundations, will consent 
to being placed in so unfortunate and dis- 
creditable a position. 

Mr. Beaveil was evidently laboring un- 
der a sense of the disgraceful position in 
which he stood, occupying, as he did, a 
position on the same platform with that 
basest of ingratos, T. B. Humphreys. 
His complaint that he never in the history 
of bis political experience received such a 
pour hearing in Victoria, was not so much 
duo. to himself its to the presence on the 
hustings with him of that individual, He 
was handicapped, too, by Mr. Williams 
speech, if it can be so designated, and by 
the utter lack of sympathy with him and 
his objects' which characterized the meet- 
ing. Perhaps it was for reasons such as 
these that Mr. Heaven made the poorest, 
impression on his auditors that has over 
fallen to his lot here. Rambling from 
one point to another, dealing in stale old 
political questions, which have been de- 
cided by the electors long ago, worrying 
the audience with one of his usual 
technical nothings with reference to a dis- 
pute between himself and the lion. Thou. 
Davie, which the latter gentleman has 
satisfactorily explained through the press, 
he tired his hearers to such a degree that 
they refused to listen to him and actually 
hooted him down. Mr. Heaven has al- 
ways been regarded as a gentleman of line 
feelings end good instincts, and, with all 
his faults, at heart a gentleman. Last 
night ho showed his true colors and dis- 
closed himself as one who would drag 
down to tho dust tho too lofty ideal poo 
pie had formed of him, in Cue hope of 
gaining a party advantage. A terrible 
calamity had occurred at Wellington in 
the morning by which, in all probability, 
some twenty-six white men and a number 
of Chinese will lose their lives. In 
the facn of that awful scone which 
touched a deep chord in every heart, the 
only thought with tho mass of the people 
was ouo of the most profound regret and 
keenest sympathy. After pitying the 
anguish of tho bereaved widows and or- 
phans, of picturing in imagination tho 
homes from which the dear ones have 
gone forever, after feeling heartfelt emo- 
tions of pain and grieving for them and 
theirs, one's thoughts next turned to the 
honored owner of tho colliery, who has- 
tened by special train the moment the 
news reached him to do his sad duty, 
at the appalirig scone. Can you believe, 
humane hearted reader, can you realize, 
right feeling men and women, that advan- 
tage was taken by Mr. Heaven last night 
of the explosion to uso it for political 
purposes '/ Only within a few hours of 
that dread calamity, oro tho imprisoned 
and probably dead minors had yet 
been brought up from the levels', a person 
who writes Honorable to his name, public- 
ly disgraced himself by a gross and unwar- 
ranted attack upon Mr. Dunsoiuir. Wo 
do not refer to T. B. Humphreys, though 
ho. subsequently followed in the same line, 



because ho is wicked and bad enough to 
say or do anything, the man, whoso hon- 
or as a Christian gentleman we now call 
in question, is Robert Boaveu. Ho 
charged that the loss of life both in the 
Wellington and Nanaimo colliery disas- 
ters was largely due to the parsimony of 
Mr, Dunsmilir; that he had refused his 
assent to a bill introduced in the House 
providing for safeguards such as would 
render calamities of this nature compara- 
tively impossible, and all because it would 
take a little more money out of his pock- 
ets. Robert Dunsmuir, one of the 
kindest hearted, one of tho most liberal, 
one of the most sensitivo natures 
alive, was painted in the darkest 
colors as a human monster, who, 
for the sake of a few dollars, did 
not render sullicient protection to the 
lives of his employees. Even tho dead 
were not allowed to lie silent in their 
graves; the name of the late lamented 
representative of Nanaimo, Mr Raybould, 
was dragged before the public in order to 
make a point against Mr. Dunsmuir and 
through him Mr. Duck. What do the 
doctors think of this ! What we state 
are the facts, though tho recital may seem 
improbable, and can be verified by any- 
one who was present at the meeting. The 
faces of the audience, and their actions, 
told of their disgust, and we shall 
be very much surprised if tho seal 
of the people's displeasure is not 
to-day placed upon tho candidate, in 
whose interest the appoal was, made. 
Nothing more disgraceful in tho way of po- 
litical tactics has ever came to our notice, 
and we believe we but express tho senti- 
ments of the people when we brand the 
utterers of such malicious and contempt- 
ible calumnies as cowards and b !OrS. Mr. 
Heaven will live to regret having ever 
such remarks, totally foreign as 
they are to his past conduct and the char- 
acter he has always held in this commu- 
nity as' an honorablo man. Fair lighting 
is always respected, but tho dastard 
who tin's from ambush deserves the 
fate usually meted out to such. 

T. B. Humphreys made one of the most 
extraordinary speeches that we have ever 
listened to. Three-fourths of the audience 
wore drawn to tho Hall through curiosity 
to hear how he would reply to Mr. Duns- 
muir. They were treated to a lengthy 
disquisition on his political career from his 
first eu trace into public life in Lillooet 
down to the present time. What it was 
all about, what object was sought to be 
attained, what in short he was "driving 
at" no one could seo and was never dis- 
closed. He told the audience in the 
beginning that he was going to use 
names, let the consequences bo what 
they may, and succeeded in concluding 
his speech without mentioning one. 
His long rigmarole on loyalty was not in- 
telligible to the audience and wo verily 
believe that not a single man in tho Hall 
can now toll what ho was referring t( 
or to, whom ho referred. After exhausting 
the patience of his audience by such rub 
bish as this, he at length devoted about 
livo minutes to a defence of his conduct 
in the matter of the 8400 lent him by 
Mr. Dunsmuir. And what a defence '. He 
corroborated every statement Mr. Duns 
ratiir made, and strengthened tho boliof 
of tho audience that he was a base ingrate. 
He even went further than Mr. 
Dunsmuir, and related that he offered to 
pay back tho money to Mr. Dunsmuir 
once before Saturday night, but that gen- 
tleman said, "Never mind, Tom, now: if 
you want more you can huvo it." This is 
denied point-blank by Mr. Dunsmuir, and 
we have his word against Humphreys' — it 
is not difficult to decide which is the more 
truthful man. Hut even supposing it was 
true, it only intensifies tho fact that Mr. 
Dunsmilir did him a great service in his 
hour of need and never asked nor pushed 
him for payment. Humphreys' speech 
last night killed hint politically in this 
city. After all the bravado wd have 
heard during the last few days 
about the manner in which Humphreys 
would "flay" Mr. Dunsmuir and conclu- 
sively prove the tact that ho was a badly- 
used and much-abused man, we must con- 
fess the fall was a little too sudden, and 
few people were prepared for it. After 
touching on this, which should have been 
the main topic of his speech for these few 
minutes, he hastily brushed it aside and 
otit-Bcavened Boavon in his assault upon 
Mr. Dunsmuir with reference to the coal 
mine explosion. He was hissed continu- 
ously during his speech and jeered and 
laughed at to such an extent that at times 
ho could not be heard. 

Lesser lights, like ex-Mayor Fell, and 
Mayor Grant, followed, but by this l ime 
the Hall had been pretty well cleared 
and tho small fry spoke to empty benches. 
As a demonstration of Mr. Williams' 
strength the mooting was il miserable 
"lizzie" and we shall be very much sur- 
prised if it did not make many new 
friends for the Government candidate, 
Mr. Duck, whose majority to-day promises 
to l)e larger than at first supposed,

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NORTHERN BRITISH COLUMIUA AND 
ALASKA ON THE SEABOAKD. 

The following luu^Lliy, but interesting, 
letter has been received by The Colonist 
for publication, it is punned by a gen- 
tleman thoroughly conversant with the 
subject, and iU perusal und consideration 
are recommended to all having an object in 
the advancement of our province. There 
can bo no question that many of the con- 
tentions in the letter are perfectly -true. 
While the northern coast and the islands 
adjacent have an abundance of valuable 
resources, yet to all intents and purposes 
they remain in a virgin condition, the few 
salmon canneries and the one solitary oil 
factory being the only evidences of any 
development; There is a great lield for 
profitable investment, especially it; tish, 
coiil and minerals, anil there is no reason, 
other than lack of enterprise, why .British 
Columbia territory should not receive as 
much and greater attention than that bes- 
towed upon the less inviting fields to the 
north. Should the crofter movement be 
successful — that is, should the imperial 
government assume the money expendi- 
ture which is necessary to place the 
crofters on lands allotted to them,— it 
would bo a splendid opportunity to com- 
mence some of the many industries that 
would result profitably. 

Following is the letter: 

To the Editor:-- It is high time that 
attention should be drawn to the subject 
of our northwest coast, ami to compare 
the conditions there existing with those 
of Alaska close by. The seaboard of our 
province has to rely on sea products, min- 
erals and furs, but in fisheries of salmon 
aloiio has any significant advancement 
been made. In Alaska and its seas and 
livers, the salmon, cod, whale and seal 
fishing industries, as well as extensive 
quartz and placer mining, are being de- 
veloped with such surprising energy that 
we, who have had many years the start, 
are alrer (ly left far behind. Why is it 
that Alaska, more sterile and forbidding 
by far than our northwest coast, is quick- 
ly drawing population and developing her 
natural resources ! Why is it that we are 
not i These important questions will 
need an early answer if Great Britain and 
Canada wish to retain their present firm 
hold of this province in the loyal hearts 
of its people. The more nourishing statu 
of southwestern Alaska is highly calculat- 
ed to breed discontent in the adjacent 
parts of British Columbia. Had not 
Alaska had much in its favor, which of 
coiirse he made the most of, Mr. Duncan 
would have had a much more difficult task 
in inducing about 700 of our most indus- 
trious Indians to leave their old home 
at Metlakahtla and settle at Port Chester. 
Mr. Duncan could show his followers that 
flour could be landed for a dollar per bar- 
rel less at Port Chester than ar, Metla- 
kahtla; that sugar, costing them eight 
cents heretofore, would henceforth cost 
only live cents, and so on, while wages 
and earnings would be equally good or bet- 
tor in Alaska than in British Columbia. 

These arguments carry weight with 
whites as well as with Indians and have 
borne fruit oil our northwest coast, in a 
marked decrease of our white population; 
the Metlakahtla exodus; in the slow de- 
velopment of our natural resources in 
fisheries and mines; anil in the Hood of 
smuggled American products from Puget 
Sound on one side of us, and Alaska on 
the other, to the vast injury of our own 
merchants, besides the loss to the Dom- 
inion exchequer. The fact can- 
not bo disputed that our North- 
ern sea cuast tribes supply themselves 
largely, both at Puget Sound and Alaskan 
points. 

In addition to the above serious losses 
to the Canadian Customs, nearly the en- 
tiro fur collection of western British 
Columbia between the 55th and 00th de- 
grees of north latitude is purchased on 
the Alaskan seaboard with American 
goods or with those goods carried inland 
by native traders. The United States 
protects herself from smuggling and the 
Alaskan coast is studded with well paid 
Customs-house officers, while British Col- 
umbia, I am .informed, has not a 
single one north of Nanaimo except 
an unpaid representative at Port 
Simpson who has other duties to attend 
to than the prevention of smuggling. 

The capitalist has every advantage in 
starting ail industry in Alaska as com- 
pared with our Northern coast. American 
products (three-fourths of his wants) are 
received from Portland at low freight 
rates and he is free from the burdensome 
duties under which our young industries 
are struggling. 

A very important factor in Alaska's 
rapid progress since it has been brought 
to -the notice of the Americans has been 
that it has a nation infinitely richer and 
more populous than Canada to foster it; 
and that it has had the powerful cities of 
San Francisco and Portland to finance 
for its industries and market its products. 
It is very doubtful if Canada as a country 
and Victoria as a city could have been to 
our undeveloped territory what the 
United States and its cities on the Pacific 
havo been to Alaska during the past five 
years. Canada; on thecoasthas notattenipt- 
od to keep abreast of her neighbors in the 
matter of mail service, one of the most 
important agents in the development of 
now countries. Alaska now has a regular 
mail twice a month supplied by tine swift 
ocean Btea'mers in which travel is a luxury 
or at least a pleasure accomplished without 
waste of time. Northern British Colum- 
bia's mail is supplied by a small auxiliary 
steam schooner, originally built as 4 a fur 
sealer, utterly devoid of the comforts bf 
modern travel, and as a result only those 
travel who cannot avoid it. In justice to 
the owners of this little vessel it must be 
said that she does more than she bargains 
to do and during 1887 her courteous cap- 
tain informed me that she had supplied a 
mail seventeen times when only called 
upon to do so oneo per month and at any 
time within each month. It is to bo pre- 
sumed that she gets but small remuneora- 
tion for a service which asks for neither 
speed, regularity or comfort. With refer- 
ence to the comforts it must also be said 
that they are all one could expect in a 
vessel of her typo. Places on our Northern 
coast not having trade enough to justify 
the steamer for calling, have to do with- 
out a mail while Bush points in Alaska are 
supplied with regularity by steam 
launches, subsidized for the work, con- 
necting with the large steamers. 

On our coast the touriW hesitates to 
come owing to the discomforts of the voy- 
age and the waste of ti";io to which the 
Americans loudly invite the world to visit 
tho "Laud of tho midnight sun" and 
make travel pleasant at any time and dur- 
ing stunner- u delight oil tho beautifully 
appointed steamer ' 'Olympian. " 

American Government vessels con- 
stantly visiting all points show the inter- 
est taken in Alaska's advancement; and 
our own northern boundary is visited 
much more frequently by American than 
by British cruisers, 

Alaska has no vexing Indian question 
and will not allow one to arise. No Dun- 
can will disturb her peace with impunity. 
The education of the natives is under- 
taken by thu government, not by subsidiz- 
ed sectarian schools and this is obviously 
thu correct course which we should have 
adopted. It cannot be conceded that Al- 
aska is a richer country naturally than 
our own. Its climate is .inhospitable, its 
mountains sterile, yet its rapidly increas- 
ing products of salmon, coal, whale oil, 
whalebone, herring oil, cod tish, furs and 
gold show that Mr. Seward's "acquisition 
of icebergs" was not illadvised aa sup- 
posed at tlio time. 

It is easy to see tho impulse which du- 
dicious governmental aid has given to the 
development of Alusks. Possibly tho 



United States gives less in proportion to 
its means than Canada spends on our 
Northern shores, but there cannot be a 
doubt that Alaska gets more in propor- 
tion to her wants than our northwest 
coast. 

This letter is not intended as a eulogy 
of America's management of Alaska but 
with the hope that others may echo tho 
appeals to our government to bo up and 
doing and at once. The north western 
portion of this Province should support a 
largo population. There is an abundance 
of excellent land on the valleys of tho 
Skeona and Naas rivers with a good cli- 
mate favorable for the growth of cereals 
and fruit, etc. On our northern seaboard, 
the salmon, cod, halibut, herring, black 
cod and dog tish abound. Coal has been 
found on Queen Charlotte Islands in 
places so far apart as to indicate that it un- 
derlies nearly the wholeof Graham Island. 
Quartz in a very favorable state forma- 
tion, is very abundant on tho Tsiinpsean 
peninsula and the islands in that vicinity 
but we have as yet not niado a single de- 
velopment in gold or silvor mining, nor is 
any attempt being made in this direction. 

While wo allow our wealth to lie dor- 
mant by sua and by land, the Americans, 
who have easy access to Alaska, aro rapid- 
ly spying out that hitherto terra incognita 
and it is not the dream of a visionary tosay 
that Alaska within a few years will have 
at Juneau a city of very considerable im- 
portance while wo have not a hamlet of 
white people north of Coinox.

' Ostrich Racing In Africa. 

We were treated to an exhibition which 
was a novelty worth traveling miles to 
Bee — an ostrich mee. Two little carts, 
the frames of which were made of bam- 
boo and the wheels similar to those of a 
velocipede, weighing, all tho gear in- 
cluded, thirty-seven pounds, were brought 
forth and four very large ostriches trained 
to tbe business and harnessed abreast 
were attached to each one. Tho raco 
course was n tlat piece of country about 
four miles and a quarter in length; the dis- 
tance to be traveled was four miles straight 
away and return. Two of tho smallest 
specimens of African humanity ever seen, 
less than four feet in height and weigh- 
ing about seventy-two pounds apiece, 
Bosjesmen, pure and simple, were select- 
Ed as charioteers, and all was ready. I 
had been provided with a magnificent 
Sixteen hands high English hunter, hav- 
ing a record placing him among the very 
best saddle horses of Cape Town, and was 
quarter way toward the turn of tho 
course, pushing my fresh steed to do his 
best, when tho feathered bipeds started, 
and before I reached the turn the ostrich 
chariots had passed me, going and return- 
ing liko a Hash of lightning. I did see 
them, and yet so quickly did they vanish 
into distance that a pen picture, valuable 
for its accuracy, cannot he given.

THE OPPOSITION MEETING. 

A Poor Reception Accorded (he Speakers— 
Hon. Mr. Heaven Delivers a Weary Wall 
— T. B. Humphreys Gives Another Exhibi- 
tion of Ills Supreme t'heek-A Crowded 
House. 

Last evening Philharmonic Hall was 
crowded to the outer doors by an audience 
who principally went there out of curiosity 
to see if Hen. T. B. Humphreys would 
have tho hardihood to attempt to addroas 
the meeting after the deserved castigation 
ho had received on Saturday evening last. 
At about 8 o'clock Mayor Grant arose and 
moved that Ex-Mayor Fell take the chair. 
This was [nit and carried but his ex- 
worship, having an eye to an opportunity 
to ring in one of his wordy harangues, 
stoutly declined the proffered honor. W. 
A. Robertson also felt t he gravity of the 
situation and refused. Finally Councillor 
Alex. Wilson was voted to tho chair, and 
in taking his seat first of all in speaking 
of tho Wellington explosion suggested 
that both the government and Mr. Duiis- 
muir wore directly responsible for the 
terrible tragedy. This loathsome propo- 
sition was utterly repudiated by the 
audience, and to this suggestion, which 
was more emphatically repeated by Mr. 
Boavon, is directly attributable the angry 
and oft repeated interruptions which both 
these speakers experienced. Mr. Wilson 
metaphorically then went on to drag tho 
( Ipposition scape-goat in by the hair. He 
gave a slight biographical sketch of that 
hero and saved the bashful Robert tho, to 
him, difficult (?) task of speaking of his 
own virtues. 

Thus ushered in, Mr. Williams bravely 
stepped forward, and having made a po- 
lite iittle bow, proceeded to spin his yarn. 
What would strike a dispassionate auditor 
as a peculiarity about this misgmdod 
youth is the variety of his "thoughts." 
"1 think" and "1 would suggest" were 
phrases that were uttered with painful 
repetition. The speaker spurned the ac- 
cusation that he possessed wild land in 
Victoria district, and "thought" that gov- 
ernment employees should only Work eight 
hours, but refrained from answering the 
question as to how long he made his em- 
ployees work. Having inflicted his tedi- 
ous speech on the audience, which the 
latter good-naturedly listened to, Mr. 
Williams again made a bow and abruptly 
took his seat. A Hatter reception than 
that accoided Mr. Williams can hardly \n- 
imagined. 

Mr. Boaven was thon called on and open- 
ed a speech which for downright iriudiuess 
beats any previous effort of that honor- 
able gentleman. The only tangible re- 
marks made were tlu-.se in which Mr. 
Beaven directly blamed Mr. Duiismuir 
for the frightful calamity which had taken 
place at NanailllO. These remarks caused 
a profound sensation, which was succeed- 
ed by a strong feeling of condemnation of 
the revolting idea. Interruptions follow- 
ed one after the other until Mr. Boavon 
was constrained to admit, at his own 
meeting be it remembered, that he had 
never met with such a poor reception, 

This attempt to make political capital 
out of so frightful an accident a.s that 
which has happened at Wellington de- 
served the prompt condemnation which it 
received. The usual applause which is so 
frequently accorded Mr. Beaven was en- 
tirely wanting last night. After several 
attempts to explain away the unusual re- 
ception he had met with, Mr. Beaven 
quietly took his seat. 

The next speaker was the Honorable 
Thomas Basil Humphreys. The principal 
attraction of the meeting was to see what 
this worthy would have to say in connect ion 
with the little Loan of S400 now so notori- 
ous. Leaving aside the usual flow of "pure 
buncombe," (if we may use T. B. H.'s 
thunder), this speech, for downright 
cheek, beggars description. Those who 
were not there can form no idea of the 
long rigmarole through which .Mr. Hum- 
phreys went. Away back twenty years 
ago when the population of Lillooct dis- 
trict was probably equal to a baker's 
dozen', the governor asked Mr. Hum- 
phreys to become one of the legislative 
board and issued him the usual commis- 
sion. This commission, forsooth, Mr. 
Humphreys exhibited us his certificate of 
character to-day. The laughter "with 
which this and other similarly childish 
contentions weie received was only 
equalled by the uproar which almost pre- 
vented the speaker from obtaining a heat- 
ing on his coming forward. With barefaced 
effrontery, Mr. Humphrey's related the 
entire ins and outs of the loan which he 
obtained from Mr. Duiismuir, which co- 
incided in every particular with the hit- 
ter's statement of the facts, and seeming- 
ly gloated over the idea that ho had been 
given au opportunity, to traduce one who 
had proved to be his best friend in time 
of need. But Mr. Humphreys failed to 
oiler any explanation of this little matter 
— if Mr. Duiismuir was trying to drive 
Jiim and his family out of the province, 
how came it that this very same gentle- 
man only two years ago lent him a help- 
ing hand, which evidently kept him wi 
the province. ''Now, gentlemen," con- 
tinued the speaker, "you all heard what 
Mr. Dunsmuir said. 1 want to explain 
how this matter came about. I went 
to Mr. Dunsmuir a short time ago and 
walking into his oflice said, "How are you 
Duiismuir." Hesuid, "How are you, Tom, 
my boy." I said, "Dunsmuir, I'm a little 
pressed just now, anil 1 want you to let 
me have $400." He said, "All right, my 
boy, you can have it," and he gave it to 
me. I offered him my note but he would 
not tako it, and told me J could pay him 
back as soon as I was able. 1 pressed him 
to take the note and he afterwards con- 
sented to do so. The other day 1 went 
to his oflice, and when I entered he seemed 

little surprised. J said to him, I want 
to take up that note now. He looked at 
me for a few seconds, and replied that if I 
had any business with him 1 had better 
do it in writing. I waited a few moments 
nd at last said: "See, here, Dunsmuir, 1 
want this note, and if you won't give it to 
me you had better burn it up." He said 
he did not wish to talk with me, and re- 
peated wluithesaidabout my writing to hi in. 
I then told him he had better give it; to 
me as 1 wanted to let tho d — n busi- 
ness drop. Now, gent lumen, this is what 

took place ; I said: "By , I'll send 

a lawyer after you." Ho turned round on 
me and said, "Will you, by ." I Baid 

Yes, by , 1 will." 1 thon left the 

office find paid the note to-day to Mr, S. 
Perry Mills. Instead of this story having 
the effect Mr. Humphreys calculated on, 
it roused a fooling of indignation against 
the man who would act as ho had in this 
matter and he waited for the tremendous 
applause that never came. 

A resolution of condolence to the suff- 
erers by tho Wellington disaster was 
passed unanimously; 

The meeting was addressed by Mr. Mc- 
Climont, ex- Mayor Fell find Mayor tlrant , 
who, however, failed to impress the peo- 
ple with their talk, which was principally 
about vliat they would do if they were 
members of a government party. 

Aft a vote of thanks was passed to 
the chairman the, now small, audience 
dispersed.

The Famous Correspondent Arrives In Victoria 
—How he books, What ho Thinks 
and Where lie Is Going. 

Henry Norman arrived from the east 
last night and is at the Driard. It is not 
exactly conventional to speak of a person 
of this gentleman's importance in this off 
hand way, but it serves to differentiate him 
from the Mr. Normans and Normans es- 
quiro, who are nobodies in particular. Ho 
is an assistant editor of tho Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, the lively London daily which has 
managed, it is impossible to say how, to 
avoid the rigid austerity which distin- 
guishes the English newspapers, and to 
infuse into it.; pages something of the 
spirit of free America. He is also the 
London correspondent of a syndicate of 
American and Canadian newspapers which 
he supplies with remarkably accurate 
English political news. A short time ago 
he sprung into greater prominence by his 
account of the Bodyke evictions which he 
supplied to all the Liberal newspapers of 
England, and for w hich he 

WAS FIEUCKI/j* ATTACKED 
by Mr. Balfour on the Boor of the House. 
He also distinguished himself at. the time 
when war rumors were Hying thick and 
fast by riiling on a b ; cycle along the 
Franco-Gorman frontier. 

.Inst now he is on an expedition which 
resembles in many ways some of those 
undertaken by the New York Herald, so 
famous for the travels of its special com- 
missioners. Me is on a voyage round the 
world through British territory. On the 
way he interviews everybody of promin- 
ence about questions of national or im- 
perial interest. In eastern Canada he de- 
voted many weeks to u study of the fish- 
eries dispute. 1 n Manitoba he made en- 
quiries into the Red River valley railway 
trouble and wandered through the great 
ranclio country of tho Northwest Territor- 
ies. He spent some time at Calgary and 
visited the various points of interest along 
the line of the C. P. It. For he is ex- 
ploiting not only problems of state, but 
also social conditions, picturesque scenery, 
sport (big game preferred) and any other 
thillt' likely to make good reading matter. 
For the results of his observations are all 
recorded lor the benefit of those discrim- 
inating people wdio read the Pall Midi 
(htzelte, divers English provincial journ- 
als, tho Journal des Debats of Paris, the 
New V.ok World, the Boston Herald, the 
Toronto Globe and the Montreal Star. 

After leaving British Columbia he gees 
to Japan, thence to the sceno of the re- 
cent French conquests in Cochin China, 
to tho recently subjugated Upper Bur- 
undi, thence striking diagonally across In- 
dia to Afghanistan, where he will enquire 
into the state of things there and explore 
all the passes through which tho Russian 
bear may reach his claws into British 
possessions.

Davitt stands 
sturdily ulone. Ho avows himself a 
rebel and a Fenian. Having o ce taken 
the Fenian oath he refuses to perjure 
himself as some members of Parliament 
have done by taking the oath of loyalty 
and entering the House.
